Eli Adams was born near Elizabethtown, Ky.,Nov.22,1793, the son of William Adams 
and Martha Baird. He died in Crawford Co. Ill., Feb.9,1857. He was buried in 
Greenhill Cemetery, located about 7 miles SE. of Palestine, using the River road. 

Elizabeth Shaw was born, Sept. 13, 1802, daughter of Joseph Shaw. She married 
Eli Adams April 4, 1821. She died Jan.10, 1894, and was buried near her husband. 
Ther had thirteen children over a period of 26 years, They were -Elizabeth Jane, 
Williem Columbus, Joseph Baird Shaw, James, John Bartmess, Bolivar Washington, Alex- 
ancer Hamilton, Sarah Louise, Elisha Franklin, Eli, Francis Marion, Mary Elizabeth 
anc Mzrtha who died in infancy. 

Eli Adams came to Crawford Co. Ill. about 1810 in company with his uncle, James 
Baird. It is likely that he was in the 1812 war. On March 18, 1818, the governor 
of Illinois appointed him a captain of the 9th Illinois regiment. His first known 
home, after marriage, was a log house on the 50 acres of the NW.1/4 of the E.1/2 
of Location 19, now known as the old Buser farm. Later, on July 18, 1834, he pur- 
chased 105 acres from Michael Brouillet for $200.00 known as the SE.1/4 of the 
E.1/2 of Location 77, now known as the Gus Adams farm. To this place he moved, lived 
and died. Here he farmed, made moonshine, taught school and became a politician. 

He was a charter member of Wesley Chapel Methodist Church. In 1856 he and his sons 
helped to build the first Greenhill Church. He was admired and respected by his 
acquaintances and he was considered as a quiet well to do man when he died, being 
the owner of 288 acres of very rich land. 

After his death, Elizabeth his wife, lived in the home place with her children, 
until Mary Elizabeth married James Wolfe in 1868. She then made her home with Mary, 
near Shaker Prairie Town in Indiana, until her death at the very ripe old age of 91 
years, She is thought to have been born in a log cabin, just a bit north of Green- 
hill Church, the first white child to be born in Crawford County. There is an old 
Shaw Cemetery on that farm. m

Both 
are buried in Greenhill Cemetery.

He married Catherine Johnson, 
April 8, 1847. He died when but 36 years old, August 22, 1862. He was buried in 
Greenhill Cemetery. Catherine Johnson was born Oct. 20, 1827, the sister of Low- 
dusky, wife of Wm. F., and Elenora, wife of Bolivar W. Adams, brothers of her hus- 
band.

5—John Bartmess was born April 4, 1830. He married Susan Dubois, Jan. 1, 1853. 
She was born Sept. 30, 1833, the daughter of Jesse Kilgore Dubois and Nancy Batter- 
ton and grand-daughter of Capt. Toussaint Dubois, a famous Hudson Bay Fur Co. trap- 
per and trader and Indian fighter of early Vincennes. To them, four children were 
born, Ida Delia, Kilgore, Agnes Hanover and John Bartmess Jr, They moved to Spring- 
field, Ill. in 1858, making their home at Eighth and Jackson St., across the road 
from the Abraham Lincoln family.

He then moved in with his son-in-law, Jim 
Colvin. Here he died, October 21, 1889. ‘Uncle Bog" was buried in Mount Pleasant 
Cemetery, located about 3 miles South and One mile East of Claremont, Illinois.

$422.29 in full of her dower, as widow of John Bartmess. 

On good authority, it is stated that she was buried in Greenhill Cemetery, near 
Eli Adams about 1854. A search is being made for her missing grave stone.
